Passes Away at 
Advanced Age

The passing- of Mrs, Jane Moss 
McGregor early Thursday morning 
removes another of the most loved and 
respected of the early residents of 
Sierra Madre. She had been in fail¬ 
ing health for several months and by 
reason of her advanced age and in¬ 
firmities, the end was not unexpected. 

M rs. McGregoi was a native of 
Moulinette, Ontario, Can., born in 
1829. She grew to young womanhood 
and was married there to Duncan 
McGregor in 1848. The following year 
they removed to River Falls, in the 
southwestern part of Wisconsin, then 
on the remote frontier. They exper 
ienced all the vicissitudes of pioneer 
life, like the other sturdy pioneers who 
laid the foundations of the nation by 
establishing homes in the wilderness. 

Mr. McGregor had been a builder 
by trade and in the less busy season 
of farming he engaged in that work 
in Wisconsin. About 1887 his impair¬ 
ed health caused them to remove to 
California, buying a lot first at Santa 
Ana. Being induced by a Wisconsin 
friend, Mr. Freeman, to visit Sierra 
Madre, Mr. McGregor was so pleased 
with the location that lie bought a lot 
on Esperanza avenue, and built the 
house which has ever since been the 
McGregor home. Mr. McGregor passed 
away in 1901. 

Mrs. McGregor was one of the qniet, 
helpful little women whose lives leave 
a deeper impress on the hearts of 
their associates than many persons 
whose lives are more conspicuous if 
not more useful. She was a faithful 
member of the Episcopal Church. 

Three children remain, Roderick 
McGregor of River Falls, Norval 
McGregor and Mrs. Jessie Hedderly. 
Another son, Malcolm, passed away 
in 1895. Funeral services will be con¬ 
ducted Saturday afternoon at 2 o’clock 
in the A. T. Gay chapel by Dean Shaw 
and interment will take place in the 
San Gabriel cemetery.

POULTRY COURSES 
ARE VERY PRACTICAL 


University Helps the Student to 
Work Out the Real Problems 
of the Business 


How much grain, mash, grit, greens 
and oyster shell should a hen consume 
in a year? “Only recently,” stated J. 
E. Daugherty, associate professor of 
poultry husbandry in the University 
of California, "a man starting in the 
poultry business came with a request 
for aid in designing a feed house of 
two ton storage capacity so that he 
could buy in sufficiently large quan¬ 
tity to carry a 1000 hen plant two 
months. He was surprised to learn 
that a laying hen consumes approxi¬ 
mately 72 pounds of grain and mash 
in a year, or 6 pounds each month, 
so that 1000 hens would eat three ton 
every 30 days. 

“To cite another illustration,” ad¬ 
ded Professor Dougherty, “let me ask 
hov one would determine how much 
alfalfa to plant for green feed for a 
1000 hen farm unless one knew not 
only the yield but also the pounds of 
greens a l^en will eat in a year?”

VARIETY OF COURSES 
OFFERED FARMERS 


Fall Short Courses Will Be Big 
Help to People Who Can’t 
Take Full Course 


Progroms announcing fanners short 
courses in general agriculture to be 
given at Davis, October 2 to Novem¬ 
ber 10, have been issued and may be 
obtained without charge by address¬ 
ing the University of California Col¬ 
lege of Agriculture at Berkeley, or 
the branch of the College of Agricul¬ 
ture at Davis. The courses have been 
planned to supply busy farmers with 
up-to-date information and especial 
attention is to be given to modern 
methods in the production of farm 
crops and animals. 

During the first two weeks com¬ 
mencing October 2, lectures and dem¬ 
onstrations will be given on soil, 
wheat, barley, corn, rice, grain sor¬ 
ghums, potatoes, beans, legumes, al¬ 
falfa, smut control, farm management, 
land settlement, and farm machinery. 

Special emphasis will be given dur¬ 
ing the third week to fruit growing 
and instruction in budding and graft¬ 
ing, deciduous fruits, grapes, fruit 
diseases, pruning, orchard irrigation 
and vegetable gardening. The fourth 
fifth and sixth weeks will be detailed 
to livestock production and instruction 
given in judging, feeding and man¬ 
agement of the various classes of 
farm animals. 


The week commencing October 30 is 
arranged for the benefit of dairymen 
and the program includes instruction 
in breeds, judging and feeding of 
dairy cattle, milk testing, silos and 
silage and milk goats.

No Prospect of Decrease in Costs of Building in 

the Near Future 


The following analysis of the labor 
element in home-building cost.- will 
be of particular interest in this ills 
trict, where residence construction 
has been for the past year one of the 
signs of the city’s progress. Credit 
for the article and cost tables is due 
the Southwest Buildei and Contractor- 
Labor Element in Building Costs 
Due to the persistence of a high 
level for construction costs much 
thought has been given to analyst 
of them during the last two or three 
years. Analysis invariably emplia 
sizes the proportion and importance 
of the labor factor. It shows that the 
average cost of labor employed di¬ 
rectly upon building construction r 
about 40 to 50 per cent of the total 
cost. Distribution of this cost among 
the various building ciafts has re¬ 
cently been the subject of inquiry 
through the reseatch department of 
the Associated General Contractors. 
Based upon calculation- of the divis 
ion of building and housing of the U. 
S. bureau of standards this table 
showing the percentage of money re¬ 
ceived by the various craft- has been 
prepared:

carpenter wages would, therefore, 
amount to about $1000; painter’s 
wages would amount to about $200; 
plasterer, to about $160 and plumb¬ 
ers to about $180. As a matter of 
fact the proportion of wages paid to 
vaiious crafts varies a.; does the scale 
of wages in different localities as well 
as with the type of building and the 
architectural design.

wages recede and barring slight fluc¬ 
tuations, such as aie always with us, 
present average costs will stand for 
some time.
